While the program of 
tho society is in no way dogmatic, it 
serves as a model for any local plan 
and would probably be followed out 
in a somewhat modified form.

number, varying in 
extent 


from ten to 1,640 acres, besides twen- 
tv-two smaller islets 
and numerous 
naked rocks. They are located m lat- 
itude 50, longitude 7, about twenty- 
five miles West by south from Lands 
End, 
Cornwall, England. Those who 
recall the scenic effects in "The Pir- 
ates of Penzance," retaiu some idea 
of the nature of the Snilloman panor- 
ama: Wild and 
picturesque, sheer 


cliffs, and yawning caverns hollowed 
out bv the ceaseless 
action ot the 
ocean" waves, a perilous approach m 
stormy weather." 
Thus begins a bul- 
letin "of the National Geographic So- 
cietv issued here today. It then says: 
"Though dour of aspect, the islands 
are rich in legend; and they have left 
some small record on the scroll of his- 
tory. For centuries there was a per- 
sistent tradition that dry land once 
connected Cornwall with the Scilly 
Islands. Legendary accounts bav,e it 
that this champaign was strewn .wltn 
villages and hallowed by 140 churches, 
known to the Cornish of ancient days 
as Pethowsow, or Lyonesse; and on 
this, fair land great and gallant deeds 
were wrought which for ages were 
kept alive by wandering minstrels. 
"It is said that the 
white horse 
borne as a crest by the Trevilian fam- 
ilv is to commemorate the escape or 
an ancestor from an age-gone inunda- 
tion bv swimming to the mainland on 
horseback.

By Solinus they were 
called Silures; by Antonius, Sigdeles, 
and in several of the .Tower Records 
they were known as Sully or Sulley— 
which Heath suggests may be derived 
from Insulac.

"It has been asserted by some his- 
torians that, the ancients engaged in 
the tin trade in Scilly; but t'ue slight 
evidence of any large deposits of this 
ore in that vicinity has led others to 
believe that these writers made Corn- 
wall a part of the Cassiterides.

if they are to supply their tables at all 
with 'this food-. 
The fact that eggs 
have been held in cold storage does 
not necessarily mean that they are of 
low quality. 
Carefully handled cold 
etorage eggs often are of better qual- 
ity than fresh local eggs that have 
been imraroperlr cared for. 
Home Prea«rved Epq«. 
Housewives will often find it aJ- 
vant»aeous to preserve their own eggs 
in the home, purchasing them, when 
the simply IB abundant and packing 
them, in a solution of water-glass or 
lime water, or covering -Uiem. with 
DaralTin or varnish. 
Such eggs can 
be koiir in good condition for a num- 
ber of months. For current use fresh 
ea«B usually can be* kept satisfactor- 
ily for two or three weeks 
without 
such treatment, in a refrigerator or 
dr>y oool nellar. If infertile, such eggs 
may be kept still longer.

BEWARE KNOCKS AND 


"POUNDS" IN ENGINE 


The S. O. S. signals pf the motor 
are the sounds known as ''knocks and 
pounds," .and 'they should be heeded 
at once or serious and costly dam- 
ages will probably result. 
There is 
no generally accepted distinction be- 
tween these two kinds of abnormal 
sounds which an ailing motor may 
give out, 
but 
the 
term 
knock Is 
usually 
applied to the 
somewhat 
sharp, clanking noise which is pro- 
duced when metallic parts are abnor- 
mally stressed, but have no substan- 
tial looseness or play between them. 


•Little, if any, jar of the car as a 
whole accompanies these knockings. 
The term "pouffd" is usually applied 
to the much more resonant and more 
blowlike sound, which 
results from 
loose parts 
striking 
together,'and 
which, is commonly accompanied by a 
distinct 
jar. 
According to 
these 
definitions, a knock may occur in a 
motor which is in perfect mechanical 
condition, with 
none 
of 
its parts 
loose from 
wear or 
faulty adjust- 
ment. The knock- is most commonly 
caused by too early ignition of the 
charge, due to the spark 
occurring 
too early or by the premature js.ni-. 
tion due to carbon deposits, too high 
compression, or overheating of the 
piston. The knock is a sound of the 
same kind as is produced in a bar of 


metal when 
heavily struck 
with a 


soft hammer. 
A pound, on the other hand, occurs 
only in a motor which is in imper- 
fect mechanical condition, to such an 
extent that parts which should be in 
constant contact, 
separate through 
appreciable distances, and then strike 
together with great force. The loose- 
ness of the crank shaft* in the mam 
bearings of the cranks in the connect- 
ing rod tips, of the -wrist pins in the 
connecting rod upper 
ends, or the 
failure of the piston fully to fill the 
cylinder are common abnormal condi- 
tions which give rise to pounds.

Some Good Pointers in Art of Motor 


Ablutions— What Not to Do. 


You can abuse the 
engine pretty 


consistently before it begins to com- 
plain. You can abuse the finish once 
or twice, and then you have, no finish 
to abuse. The appearance of the car 
and the appearance of the finish are 
one and the same thing, and appear- 
ance goes a long way toward deter- 
mining the value of a house, a horse, 
or an automobile. The lack of wash- 
ing and failure to wash properly will 
do more toward ruining the appear- 
ance of the car than any other thing. 
The varnish of the new car is hard- 
ened and benefited by frequent wash- 
ing with clear cool water. 
Mud, al- 


lowed to dry 
or freeze 
on the car, 
takes up all the oil from the varnish 
and leaves 
the finish 
streaked and 
spotted. Dirt is not the only enemy, 
for garage gases and even the atmos- 
phere of some cities attacks the fin- 
ish of the ear which is not frequently 


'Before yon turn your car over to a 
garage for regular washing examine 
the other fellow's car, and see what 
they are doing to it, and once you find 
a man who knows how to care tor tne 
car properly let- him wash it every 
timo it needs it. A single washing 
done 
carelessly, 
will 
destroy 
tbe 
lustre that careful washing has pre- 
served for months. 
Start in by cleaning the top. Grve 
it a good stiff brushing to remove the 
loose dust, and then either sponge it 
or use a soft brash with clear tepid 


• water -aad caatile soap.

skin keot- especially for the purpose

batten the drying and of course 
the top is not folded back until it. is 
thoroughly dry. About every other 
time it is a good idea fo give the in- 
terior a little more attention than it 
gets from a stiff brushing.
